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PREFACE 


•''See  what  I  made  with  these  blocks  !”  said  a  child  after  carrying  the  blocks  from  one 
room  to  another  and  working  with  them  for  nearly  half  an  hour.  “  I  made  a  house  just  like 
jv"£randpa’s  house,’8  The  child’s  hands,  guided  by  his  memory  and  his  imagination,  had  grati¬ 
fied  his  ambition,  giving  his  mind  purposive,  organizing  exercise. 

“  See  what  I  made  with  my  pencil  1”  said  another  child,  showing  the  drawing  of  a  house 
.  that  represented  the  chimney  as  large  as  the  rest  of  the  house,  yet  correctly  placed,  indicating 
"  that  he  had  begun  to  see  some  relations. 

“See  what  I  made  out  of  clay  !”  said  a  third  child,  showing  clay  cherries  larger  than 
apples,  and  apples  larger  than  watermelons.  His  sense  of  size  relations  had  not  yet  con¬ 
trolled  his  acts. 

“See  what  I  did  with  my  brush  !  ”  said  a  fourth  child,  showing  men  with  bodies  smaller 
than  their  heads,  and  with  arms  projecting  from  their  waists  instead  of  their  shoulders,  sug¬ 
gesting  unmistakably  to  the  teacher  what  to  do  next. 

The  child’s  activity  is  the  source  of  his  greatest  happiness.  The  child’s  self-directed 
activity  is  his  richest  source  of  growth  and  improvement.  Only  when  the  child  is  accomplish¬ 
ing  something  is  he  thoroughly  contented  and  happy.  Given  something  to  do  that  appeals  to 
his  ambitions,  and  that  is  in  a  measure  suited  to  his  intelligence,  and  reasonably  within  the 
limits  of  his  possibilities,  he  will  seek  no  other  enjoyment  than  that  which  he  can  get  by  doing 
it.  Not  only  so,  but  what  is  of  first  importance,  he  will  care  for  himself  as  well  as  the  best 
teacher  can  care  for  him,  or  better. 

It  is  the  first  duty  of  the  teacher  or  parent,  the  highest  privilege  and  function  of  the  school 
or  home,  to  provide  the  child  with  something  to  do  adapted  to  his  changing  powers  and  such 
as  will  interest  him  and  insure  his  attention  and  effort.  The  child  is  ever  proud  of  and  grati¬ 
fied  by  accomplishment.  “  See  what  I  did  !  ” 

The  child  does  not  wait  till  he  learns  to  see  correctly  before  he  tries  to  make  that  which 
interests  him,  or  to  represent  it  in  clay  or  sand,  or  with  brush  or  pencil.  It  took  the  race  a 
long  time  to  appreciate  the  third  dimension,  and  a  still  longer  time  to  represent  it. 

Let  the  child  try.  Give  him  properly  conditioned  opportunity. 

The  varied  experiences  of  the  child  at  home,  at  the  neighbors’,  at  play,  at  church,  at  the 
fruit-stand,  in  the  store,  doing  errands  and  “  lending  a  helping  hand,”  have  involved  the  exer¬ 
cise  of  hand  and  eye  in  purposive  acts  requiring  effort  and  care ;  as  also  the  use  of  numbers  and 
the  idea  of  quantity  involving  measurement  and  computation,  and  have  put  him  in  contact 
with  facts  and  conditions  that  are  the  interpreting  beginnings  of  geography  and  history. 
Geography,  history,  quantity,  number,  rhyme,  folk-lore  (literature),  song,  and  handcraft  are 
inseparable  in  the  rounded  experiences  of  the  normal  child.  His  mind  organizes  by  means  of 
his  correlated  experiences. 
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It  is  the  complementary  feature  and  the  collaboratory  function  of  experiences  that  give 
highest  value  to  experience.  It  is  seeing  and  understanding  in  experience  the  co-relation,  the 
co-dependence  of  acts  that  result  in  pleasure,  comfort,  prosperity,  and  success  which  develop 
a  thinker  who  will  think  for  purposes  of  better  action. 

The  lullaby  songs,  the  fireside  and  sanctuary  hymns,  the  nursery  and  neighborhood 
rhymes,  the  folk-lore,  that  have  embellished  and  given  charm  by  adding  the  higher  social  ele¬ 
ment  to  all  that  the  child  has  seen,  heard,  and  done,  may  be  made  to  him,  if  properly  used 
and  supplemented,  the  beginnings  of  a  love  for  and  an  understanding  of  the  meanings  and 
place  of  literature. 

The  lessons  in  this  book  represent  the  acts  (1)  of  children  and  (2)  of  those  whose  acts  have 
interested  the  children  and  affected  their  lives.  The  lessons  represent  also  objects,  conditions, 
institutions,  and  modes  of  life  that  are  the  formative  instrumentalities  of  the  child  mind,  and 
are  ever  subjects  of  inquiry  for  children  and  sources  of  gratification  and  pleasure  to  them. 
The  parts  of  a  group  of  related  lessons  are  not  found  on  successive  pages,  but  are  distributed 
among  and  intermingled  with  those  of  other  groups.  This  arrangement  accords  with  life’s 
doings,  and  offers  an  agreeable  and  restful  variety  to  both  teacher  and  pupil. 

If  the  teacher  prefer,  the  parts  of  a  group  of  lessons  may  be  taught  in  succession.  How¬ 
ever,  the  author  believes  this  plan  is  not  advisable. 

The  lessons  are  arranged  to  be  suggestive  to  the  busy  teacher  with  an  especial  view  to 
making  it  easy  to  adapt  the  work  of  a  lesson  to  the  varying  capabilities  of  the  pupils  of  a 
class.  This  important  feature  of  class-work  is  too  often  absent.  The  lessons  have  been 
planned  to  entertain  and  profit  the  beginner  or  weak  pupil  without  discouragement  or  con¬ 
fusion,  while  the  stronger  or  more  advanced  pupil  will  find  in  them  something  to  do  that  is 
satisfying  and  worthy  of  his  effort. 

The  possibilities  of  some  of  the  lessons  are  very  great.  Those  of  handcraft  offer  seat-work 
to  employ  the  ambitious  pupil  and  satisfy  his  aspirations.  Yet  the  same  work  may  be  assigned 
to  him  from  whom  but  little  may  be  expected.  Paper-folding,  clay-modeling,  and  mass  (rather 
than  outline)  representation  with  crayon,  pencil,  or  brush  afford  the  most  effective  as  well  as 
the  most  economical  manual  training  for  primary  children.  Furthermore,  such  work  is 
everywhere  practicable.  The  lessons  in  quantity  and  number  on  pages  48,  64,  and  72  pre¬ 
sent  valuable  possibilities  not  only  in  themselves,  but  also  in  connection  with  the  lessons  in 
paper-folding  and  paper-cutting.  It  should  be  an  easy  matter  to  assign  work  with  a  minimum 
of  specifications,  easily  understood,  that  will  be  both  delightful  and  profitable  to  the  children. 
A  good  teacher  always  excels  in  this  kind  of  work.  What  is  done  joyfully  and  profitably  by 
the  children  at  their  seats  is  an  unmistakable  index  of  high  merit  in  the  teaching.  The  for¬ 
mulations  of  number  and  geography  given  with  the  lessons  will  prove  valuable  helps  for 
keeping  children  profitably  and  interestedly  employed. 

The  geography  will  be  made  valuable  by  much  class  conversation.  This,  too,  will  afford 
excellent  opportunity  for  fixing  ready  and  accurate  speech  by  informal  teaching,  which  also  is 
an  unerring  test  of  the  quality  of  the  teaching.
